Democrats sometimes forget 
their party is the oldest political 
organization in the nation. It has 
been flexible and resilient like the 
Constitution of our country—able 
to meet change and the needs of 
people in an expanding popula- 
tion and economy. 

It has never been just a farm- 
ers’ party, labor party, or a busi- 
ness party—but it has represent- 
ed each well. The great trouble 
is that in times of stress these ele- 
ments do not easily compromise 
their demands and needs one with 
the other. 

Midwestern farmers, Southern 
Democrats, Western Democrats, 
and those in the East all have dif- 
fering economies and needs. 
Rather than compromisa them, 
they sometimes go off the reser- 
vation. But certainly, most of 
those who did so in 1952 are find- 
ing little comfort in the Republi- 
can fold.
